Robinson, Stump and Whitehurst will
be leaving the Cormittee znd Mr. Michel will have the opportunity to
select their replacements. According to Gavin, Mr, Michel will give these
assignments some hard thought to ensure that se the Republicans get the
best possible people to serve on the Committee. At this point Gavin said
that he did not know whether Mr., Michel would make these assignments before
or after 7 January but asked me to call back during the week of 12
November when he thought he might have a better idea of what would be
happening.
